A COUNCIL campaign, 
offering an ‘amnesty’ to 
tenants who have been 
illegally subletting social 
housing, looks set to save 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds per year. 

During the two-month 
amnesty, which ran from 
January 11 to March 6, eight 
illegally sublet properties were 
immediately recovered and 
dozens of solid leads to fraud- 
ulent tenancies generated across 
the borough. 

The Office for National 
Statistics estimates that each 
illegally sublet social housing 
property costs the council 
£18,000 per year. 

A shortage of housing, and 
demand for central locations, 
mean that the number of 
illegally sublet social properties 
in a borough like Tower Hamlets 
is a barrier to local families 
being allocated homes. 

Tenancy fraud means that 
homeless families often have 
to wait longer to get an offer 
of social housing. 

Private tenants, who sign up 
for rental contracts without 
realising they are occupying a 


council flat, also need to find 
alternative housing. 

Last year, the council seized 
42 properties in breach of council 
tenant contracts and re-let them 
to people in genuine need. 

Tenants who handed back 
their keys during the amnesty 
campaign will avoid prosecu- 
tion, as long as they were not 
already under investigation. 

But the council has said it 
will use the full extent of its 
powers to prosecute those be- 
lieved to be illegally subletting 
their property. 

Offenders can face criminal 


court, fines of up to £5,000 and 
custodial sentences. 

Any money tenants make 
through illegal subletting will 
also be recovered under the 
Prevention Of Housing Social 
Fraud Act. 

The amnesty also generated 
additional leads. A number of 
benefit and council tax fraud 
cases are now being investi- 
gated as the borough continues 
its work to stamp out fraud.

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Tube disaster victims 
honoured 73 years on

VISITORS remembered the 173 
people who died in the Bethnal 
Green Tube disaster at a memorial 
service on March 6. 

The tragedy happened, on March 3, 1943, 
when a crowd of people were crushed on 
the station stairway, which was used as 
an air-raid shelter during the Second 
World War. 

Members of the emergency services, 
community leaders, pearly kings and 
queens and celebrities were among those 
who attended the service at St John on 
Bethnal Green Church, alongside survivors, 
relatives of those who died, residents and 
well-wishers. 

One-hundred-year-old Dr Joan Martin 
and nurse Doris Russell, who were both 
on A&E duty on the night of the disaster, 
were also in attendance. 

Reverend Alan Green, rector of St John 
on Bethnal Green, and Leon Silver of 
Nelson Street Synagogue in Poplar led 
the service and praised the charitable 
committee working to complete a 
memorial in Bethnal Green Gardens in 


honour of the victims. Charity secretary 
Sandra Scotting gave an update on the 
progress of the project and reported that 
there had been delays in the import of 
material for the monument. 

The material is now being tested 
and legal issues are being dealt with 


before the work is due to be completed 
this summer. 

After the service, the congregation 
crossed the road to lay wreaths and 
observe a minute's silence in front of the 
partially built Stairway to Heaven 
memorial, in Bethnal Green Gardens.

Residents hit out at 
Harca parking hike 

RESIDENTS of a social housing 
provider have expressed their 
disappointment about proposed 
increases to the cost of parking 
on their estates. 

Syeda Begum, who lives in 
Bromley High Street, said the 
current cost of £1.9 6 a week for 
a parking space, is going up to 
£7 per week from April. 

She said the increases were 
much more than other social 
housing landlords who were 
putting their estate parking 
charges up by a few pence 
per week. 

"The increase will negatively 
impact most residents, espe- 
cially since many are on low 
incomes and in receipt of ben- 
efits," Ms Begum said. 

Another resident, Litu Miah 
who lives in Poplar, contacted 
East End Life. He said the weekly 
cost of his parking space was 
being increased from £3 to £15. 

A spokeswoman for Poplar 
Harca said: "The year-on-year 
increase in percentage terms 
is high - but in cash terms it 
will cost £1 a day for a dedicated 
parking space. The additional 
income will protect services, 
jobs and development of new 
affordable homes."

Restaurant’s £7,000 fine 
for kitchen descaler ‘drink’ 


Witness appeal 
over hit-and-run 


A JAPANESE restaurant 
has been fined almost 
£7,000 after a customer 
inadvertently drank 
kitchen descaler. 

Representatives of The Japan- 
ese Canteen, in Middlesex Street, 
Spitalfields, pleaded guilty at a 
hearing at Thames Magistrates' 
Court on February 11. 

It follows a complaint received 
by the council from a customer 
who alleged that kitchen 
descaler was in the Jasmine 
tea they ordered. 

The customer felt a burning 
sensation in their throat but 
thankfully suffered no recurring 
health issues. 

The company met with coun- 
cil representatives in June 2015 
and admitted that the incident 
had taken place. 

They admitted that no records 


proved that staff had been 
trained in health and safety 
procedures. 

In court, the company's 
representatives claimed that 
leniency should be given as it 
was an isolated incident and 
phosphorus acid found in 
descaler is also used in Coca 
Cola. They said that the com- 
pany had an exemplary history, 
took immediate steps to rectify 
the situation and co-operated 
fully with the investigation. 

In view of this, it was fined 
£4,000, ordered to pay costs of 
£2,750 and a victim surcharge 
of £120. The total amount 
payable was £6,970.

POLICE have launched an 
appeal in a bid to trace 
witnesses they believe 
could hold vital informa- 
tion following the death 
of a woman in Stepney. 

The London Ambulance 
Service called officers at about 
9.05pm on Thursday, 
December 10, 2015 to an injured 
woman in Cannon Street Road, 
near the junction with The 
Highway, Ei. 

The 37-year-old woman had 
sustained critical head injuries 
after being knocked down by 


a van, which then drove off. 
She was pronounced dead at 
the scene a short while later. 

The van was subsequently 
traced to an address in 
Bethnal Green and a man 
was arrested. 

A post-mortem examination 
on December 11 at Poplar 
Mortuary gave the cause of 
death as a head injury. 

While some witnesses have 
come forward to speak to police, 
officers are keen to trace at 
least two men, both described 
as Asian, who assisted an 
off-duty police officer who was 
administering first aid to the 


victim at the scene. They would 
also like to speak to the driver 
of a vehicle, described as a tran- 
sit-sized van, possibly a main- 
tenance vehicle, that was seen 
in the area and the driver of a 
Vauxhall Zafira car, which was 
parked in Cannon Street Road, 
near St George In The East 
Church parish office. It is be- 
lieved this person would have 
witnessed the incident.

Bow pizza takeaway fined 
£8,000 for mice infestation 


AN infestation of mice 
discovered in a popular 
Bow takeaway has led to 
the owner being fined 
almost £ 8 , 000 . 

Flavas Pizza was temporarily 
closed for two days in December 
2014 by the council's environ- 
mental health team using 
emergency closure powers. 

Officers discovered a signifi- 
cant amount of mouse drop- 
pings under, on and behind 
equipment at the premises on 
Roman Road. 

There was evidence of entry 
points for rodents throughout 
the premises and gnawed food 
packaging. 

Mouse droppings were also 
found on a storage shelf 
while food debris and mouse 
droppings under fridges and 
on equipment presented an 


environmental health risk. 

The business was allowed to 
re-open once conditions had 
been improved. 

Two of the company directors 
of Next Level Trading Ltd entered 
nine guilty pleas in a hearing 
at Thames Magistrates' Court 
on Thursday, February 11. 

The company was fined 
£4,000, costs of £3,500 and a 
victim surcharge of £120. The 
total fine was £7,620. 

Flavas Pizza received a Food 
Hygiene Rating Scheme score 
of one during a follow-up visit 
by the council in February 
2016 - highlighting the need 
for improvement.

‘Lengthy j ail term' 
for £i.6m fraud

THREE people who carried 
out a sophisticated benefit 
fraud scam are facing a 
lengthy jail term. 

Chowdury Muyeed, 51, and 
Asma Khanam, 47, of Horns 
Road, Ilford, and Habibur Rah- 
man, of Granville House, Arbery 
Road, Bow, were found guilty of 
providing claimants with false 
documents in order for them to 
claim housing benefit, council 
tax reduction and tax credits 
from Tower Hamlets and Red- 
bridge councils and the Depart- 
ment of Work and Pensions. 


The three were found guilty 
of various offences under the 
Social Security Administration 
Act 1992 at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on March 11. 

Judge Nigel Peters OC told 
them to expect "substantial 
sentences of imprisonment'' 
for the fraud, which involved 
up to £1.6 million of housing 
benefit claims. 

The racket was discovered 
after the two councils found a 
large number of people declar- 
ing false employment details. 

So far, 44 people have been 
charged and 29 have pleaded 
guilty to or been convicted of 


offences under the Social Se- 
curity Administration Act 1992. 

Further court appearances 
are scheduled in the next few 
months. 

Khanam was bailed to appear 
at Snaresbrook Crown Court 
for sentence on April 8, with 
her two co-defendants remand- 
ed into custody ahead of 
sentence on the same date.

That's why were hosting the 
community safety awards cer- 
emony on March 22 at Regents 
Lake banqueting venue. 

The awards were created by 
the Tower Hamlets Safer Neigh- 
bourhood Board and Commu- 
nity Safety Partnership to 
recognise important contribu- 
tions in helping prevent crime 
and ASB.

Tributes paid to fire 
tragedy doctor 


Jessica battles the odds in 
Sports Relief swimathon 


AS people throughout 
the borough joined 
fundraising events for 
Sport Relief, Shadwell 
resident Jessica Frank 
took on the challenge of 
a lifetime.

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a Royal London Hospital 
doctor who has died 
following a fire in her flat. 

Dr Claire Sheppey was 
appointed as a consultant 
paediatric anaesthetist in 2004 
and played a crucial part in 
the hospital's response to 
the July 7 bombings, which 
happpened the next year. 

Six fire engines and 35 
firefighters tackled the blaze 
in Crowland Terrace, Islington 
on Wednesday, March 16. 


Dr Sheppey was brought out 
of her second floor flat and 
taken to hospital by ambulance, 
where she died. The cause of 
the fire is under investigation. 

Dr Jane McNeill, clinical di- 
rector for perioperative medicine 
& consultant anaesthetists at 
the London, said: "Dr Claire 
Sheppey was a valued colleague. 
She loved her job and was 
dedicated to providing the best 
service she could for the children 
of east London and beyond. 

"On her last on call on 
Monday, she dealt with some 
extremely unwell children." 


As a Royal College of Anaes- 
thetists' tutor, Dr Sheppey 
also supported and guided 
trainee anaesthetists through 
their training. 

Dr McNeill continued: "As a 
department of anaesthesia we 
are completely devastated by 
Claire's death, but influence 
and respect for her goes so 
much further. We have received 
messages of condolence from 
as far away as New Zealand. 

"Personally I will miss a great 
colleague, but also a dear friend, 
who enriched the lives of so 
many around her." 


A&E is not always best 


LOCAL GPs are reminding people where 
they should go to get the right care 
over the Easter Holidays - and it’s not 
always at A&E. 

Sir Sam Everington, local GP and chair of 
NHS Tower Hamlets Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), said there are ways of getting 
urgent treatment, which can often be quicker.

A MAN has been jailed 
after admitting rape.

lowing a woman in a vulnerable 
state in Whitechapel. CCTV 
monitoring staff saw him lead- 
ing her into a secluded area on 
Old Montague Street. At this 
point, staff called police. 

Officers arrived within min- 
utes and arrested Miah. 

At a hearing at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on March 11, Miah 
admitted two counts of rape. 



DC Denise Rutter, of the 
Met's sexual offences, exploita- 
tion and child abuse command, 
said: “Miah stalked the victim 
through the streets of White- 
chapel. The victim has been 
incredibly brave and I hope 
this conviction provides her 
with a measure of comfort.”

A TEAM at The Royal London Hospital has been awarded £1,000 in recognition of a project that enables 
patients to be treated with intravenous antibiotics at home or as an outpatient. Since 2012 the scheme has 
prevented admission or reduced the length of hospital stay for more than 450 people and freed up over 1,200 
hospital bed days. The project also provides a safe and effective service for travel-related infections such as 
suspected malaria which has avoided admissions, while ensuring a safe discharge from A&E and appropriate 
specialist follow up. Sixteen teams and 14 individuals received awards at the annual Barts Health Heroes 
ceremony on February 24. Each individual winner received £500 and teams received £1,000. 


Speak upon child 
abuse and neglect 

THE council has joined 33 local 
authorities and the Department for 
Education in a new campaign 
encouraging people to report child 
abuse and neglect.

History 


The gardener who challenged God 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


ONE dark night in 1716, a man 
named Thomas Fairchild made his 
way to his Shoreditch garden. The 
experiment he was about to conduct 
seems innocent enough to modern 
eyes. But in the God-fearing England 
of the early 18th century his actions 
were shocking, challenging the 
very power of the Lord as creator. 

Gardeners are generally humble and 
gentle folk. Any of us who toil to raise a 
yearly crop of French beans, or coax our 
roses into flower, know that nature will 
not be rushed and has a way of refusing 
to deliver results... no matter how right 
we get our preparations. And as winter 
thaws and Easter heralds another spring, 
it's time to look back to an East Ender 
without whom our parks and gardens 
would look very different. 

Thomas Fairchild had been born in 
Shoreditch in 1667, the child of John 
Fairchild and Ann Butt and as a young 
man entered a suitable trade, apprenticed 
in 1682 to the perfectly named Jeremiah 
Seamer, a clothmaker in the City. But even 
as a boy, Thomas had preferred the open 
air to the workshop, the fields and market 
gardens that in those years lay on the 
boundaries of Shoreditch, and found a job 
in a Ffoxton nursery. 

London then was a strange mix of the 
urban and rural (a tradition passed down 
to us in the gardens that Londoners carve 
from every available free space today). So 
Ffoxton and Soho both boasted impressive 
grapevines, yielding delicious fruit, and 
Thomas's Ffoxton nursery grew bananas 
(impossibly exotic to 17th century London 
eyes). But London was also a dark, and 
smoky place — with every home and 
factory burning wood and poor quality 
coal, Fairchild wrote of his battles to keep 
the soot off his fruit. 

By now he was no mere employer, but 
owned the nursery. Unmarried and ap- 
parently childless (on death he would 
leave his estate to a nephew) the plants 
became his family... but he had a canny 
eye for business too. The gardening craze 
had hit Londoners hard, and there was 
constant competition to outdo one's 
neighbours with a new, unseen bloom. 

Many plants came back on ships 
returning from India, China and the New 
World. The first fuchsia to reach England 
would famously be sold in a Wapping 
tavern by seaman John Westcombe, 
late returned from a voyage to Japan 
and China.

But the pickings were slim and the 
competition fierce - what if Thomas could 
create his own new cultivars? Ffybrids, 
where the pollen from one species cross- 
fertilises with another, had occasionally 
happened in nature (and it's at the roots 
of the fears around GM crops today) but 
nobody had set out to do it deliberately 
and succeeded. 

In his East End potting shed, Fairchild 
did just that, placing the pollen of a Sweet 
William (dianthus barbatus) on the style 
of a carnation (dianthus caryphyllus). The 
following year, a hybrid carnation 
came into bloom, resembling neither of 
its parents, thus proving the sexual 
reproduction of plants. 

Society was cautiously impressed. The 
gardener was by now a celebrated and 
Establishment figure, a freeman of the 


City and a member 
of the Worshipful So- 
ciety of Gardeners, 
corresponding 
with the great 
Carl Linnaeus, 
who formalised 
the modern 
system of the 
naming of 
plants.

The hybrid was rather dis 
paragingly named 'Fairchild's Mule' and, 
like that hybrid beast, it proved to be 
sterile. Ironically, further propagation of 
the new plant (dianthus caryphyllus bar- 
batus) had to be achieved by the old-fash- 
ioned method of taking cuttings rather 
than using pollen. New cultivars were 
achieved through grafting two plants to- 
gether meanwhile (a method we use today 
for fruit trees inter alia). 

Although Thomas wrote up his findings 
in the magnificently titled The City Gar- 


dener. Containing the most experienced 
Method of Cultivating and Ordering such 
Ever-greens, Fruit-Trees, flowering Shrubs, 
Flowers, Exotic Plants, &c. as will be Orna- 
mental and thrive best in the London Gar- 
dens, it would be the 1800s before gardeners 
felt confident enough to begin following 
Fairchild's lead. 

And Thomas was still rather nervous 
about stealing God's thunder. He was a 
humble man and, when he died in 1729, 
he was buried (as he requested) in the 
Poor's Ground of St Leonard's Church. And 
as an insurance policy he left £25 to the 
church for an annual Whitsun sermon on 
the wonders of Creation (and God's role 
in the whole affair). This Vegetable sermon' 
continued at St Leonard's until 1981, then 
moving to St Giles, Cripplegate. 

Today, the legacy of Thomas Fairchild is 
still there then, but easily missed. What 
was once the churchyard of St Leonard's 
on Hackney Road was later developed as 
almshouses, the open space coming down 
to us now as the Hackney Road Recreation 
Ground, a rather sad space near the 
junction with Columbia Road (of whose 
market Thomas would surely approve). 

Shaded by the ubiquitous London plane 
trees and flanked by flower 
beds gamely main- 
tained by 
the 

Friends of 
Hackney 
Road Recre- 
ation Ground 
(it looks like a 
space that 
needs all the 
friends it can get), 
the tombstone is 
still there too, if 
rather hard to read. 
The park, meanwhile, 
is overlooked by a 
modern building called 
'Fairmule House', a clum- 
sy hybrid of a name if 
ever one was created. 
The legacy of the man 
who redirected nature is 
born again every spring though. Londoners 
love their parks, backyards and balcony 
gardens... seemingly dedicating every inch 
of free space to the nurturing of flowers, 
fruit and vegetables. Without Thomas 
Fairchild, most of those hybrids and cultivars 
would never have been born. And our 
arguments about playing God with the 
natural world - whether it be GM crops 
or cloned animals - live on too.

Gateway to the Green 

Walk of the Month: Around Bethnal Green 


On this months walk Graham Barker has a spring in his step. Photos by Kois Miah. 









SPRING is in the air. On this month’s 
walk, you’ll loop around Bethnal 
Green parks ablaze with daffodils 
and alive with birdsong. 

There's a good dash of local history too, 
and a chance to stroll along the newly 
opened Grand Junction Walk. 

As you enter Bethnal Green Gardens, the 
Stairway to Heaven (1) commemorates 173 
people who died underground during a 
1943 air raid alarm: “The crowd pressed 
forward, unable to see the horror of what 
was happening below." Plinth panels and a 
Memoryscape audio trail tell moving 
stories such as Annie Dongray, buried in 
her wedding dress. 

Curve through the park, flanked by palms, 
shrubs and bedding plants. Bethnal House 
Asylum once stood here - rather unchari- 
tably, locals dubbed this 'Barmy Park' - 
and Bethnal Green Library (2) was originally 
one of the ward blocks. 


In front, there's a plaque to Geoffrey 
Woolley, a local soldier awarded the VC for 
gallantry at Ypres. Venture inside - through 
the wooden 'In and Out' screen - to see 
the recently spruced library. There's an IT 
room, a dedicated children's area and 
comfortable sofas. Portraits of Darwin, Mane, 
Morris and Wagner peer down to provide 
further inspiration. 

Back outside, there are glimpses towards 
the former Electricity Showrooms - in 
green-grey chequerboard - as well as student 
halls, Lee Hurst's Backyard Comedy Club 
and McQueen's up-market florists. 

As you exit by the tennis courts, two 
landmarks face you: Baitul Aman Mosque 
and Cultural Centre (3) is currently being 
built, with the Wessex Centre beyond. 
Porthole windows and textured stonework 
add architectural interest to the mosque, 
designed by local architects Makespace on 
a tricky triangular site.

Trains whizz overhead as you skirt beside 
the viaduct. Next, the Wessex Centre ( 4 )- 
extending upwards in eye-catching stripes 
- is now Morpeth Schools Sixth Form 
Centre. Red railings lead you around 
Bangabandhu Primary School - meaning 
'Friend of Bengal' - and past an enticing 
playground of climbing walls, tyre swings 
and shelters. 

Sutton Dwellings, built in 1909, stand to 
your left. But today you head onto Globe 
Road - cross with care - and so to the 1930s 
Digby Estate, picked out in striped brickwork. 
A plaque (5) relates the story of Sidney 
Godley VC who single-handedly defended 
the Nimy railway bridge during the First 
World War, under sustained fire. Post-war 
he worked as Cranbrook School's caretaker. 

Beyond the former LCC tramshed, Morpeth 
School come into view in muted grey 
and green shades. Trevelyan House (6) 
rises opposite, one of two remarkable 
1950s cluster blocks designed by Denys 
Lasdun hereabouts. 

Skirt beside the play mound, pond and 
wooden huts at Rachel Keeling Nursery. 
Around the corner, in Bullards Place, 
Eastbourne House is now home to 
London Buddhist Arts and Globe Town 
Community Association. 
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a The sound 
of rushing 
water draws 
you closer 
to Old Ford 
Lock. The canal opened 
in 1820, linking 
Limehouse to 
Paddington Basin. 


A colossal gothic archway inscribed 'VPC 
1845' beckons you into the former Victoria 
Park Cemetery, now Meath Gardens (7). 
As you stroll towards the far corner, look 
out for a eucalyptus - beside its lopped 
predecessor - planted in honour of Aboriginal 
cricketer King Cole who died of tuberculosis 
whilst on tour in 1868. 

Cut through to Palmers Road. Apartment 
blocks by One Housing and Guinness 
Homes have sprouted up apace. From 
Cadmium Square, by Marie Walsh's 
shamrock sculpture, the new Grand Junction 
Walk (8) offers fresh views of Mile End 
Park across the water. 


Out on Roman Road, arc over Twig Folly 
Bridge. There's time for a few push-ups or 
leg presses at Wennington Green's open- 
air gym (9) before veering down to the 
Regent's Canal. The towpath soon slopes 
over the Hertford Union Canal junction. 

The sound of rushing water draws you 
closer to Old Ford Lock (10). The canal 
opened in 1820, linking Limehouse to 
Paddington Basin, and, to cope with the 
traffic volumes, most locks were originally 
doubles, with lock keepers working 
full-time. These days, volunteers give a 
helping hand. 

Victoria Park's Arcade Gate was named 
after a shelter - with Hispano-Moorish 
tiled alcoves and fluted terracotta columns 
- that stood nearby until 1956. Make your 
way over to the pagoda (11), looking splendid 
in red, turquoise and gold. An info-panel 
provides further details: East Enders had 
never seen such a sight when the original 
Chinese summerhouse was moved here 
from Hyde Park in 1847. This 2012 replica 
incorporates upsweeping zinc rooflines and 
golden dragons on each corner. 

Continue under a weeping beech and 
past an alpine rockery garden. The main 
park track is often busy with cyclists, joggers 
and dog walkers; two ferocious looking 
Molossian hounds spring into view, thank- 
fully only statues, guarding the Night Walk. 

As you exit over Bonner Bridge, the former 
London Chest Hospital stands opposite, 
awaiting redevelopment by Circle Housing. 
Follow Sewardstone Road's flagstone pave- 
ments, initially past Hotel in the Park - a 
Camden Society retreat for people with 
learning disabilities - and then flanked by 
neat 1850s terraces. Beside Scallywags 
Nursery, a giant mural depicts paddlers, 
canoeists and other waterside scenes. 

From Waterloo Gardens, cut beside St 
Elizabeth Catholic Primary School into 
Bonner Road. Opposite, a Victorian brush 
factory now houses Acme artists' studios. 
Zig zag by Sherbrook House, out onto Russia 
Lane, and take the pathway beside Approach 
Community Gardens. Allotments sit amongst 
blossoming trees and beehives. 

The former Bethnal Green Town Hall 
(12) runs away along Patriot Square - an 
Edwardian gem, now a smart hotel - but 
today you head past St John's Schools onto

Old Ford Road. Create Place, Yoga Nest and 
Ayoka 'Joy' charity shop are all affiliated 
with St Margaret's House (13). Within a 
few steps you're outside St Margaret's itself, 
established as a women's settlement in 
1900 and now serving as a focal point for 
community organisations. Moves are afoot 
to redevelop the rear space for artists, social 
entrepreneurs and start-ups. 

Cross and take a look inside Our Lady of 
the Assumption Catholic Church (14), built 
in 1912 with lofty ceilings and finely gilded 
shrines. Next door, Mulberry House was 
the last of many East End Dwellings 
Company developments in the neighbour- 
hood. Its architecture provides a 1930s take 
on that of their earlier blocks, including 
Montfort House built 30 years earlier. 

Beyond Sugar Loaf Walk, No 18 is home 
to the Young Foundation (15) - set up as 
the urban 'think-tank' by Michael Young in 
1954 and still pioneering in social research. 

Finally, cut through Museum Gardens, 
in the shadow of the V&A Museum of 
Childhood. Squirrels scurry, birds sing 
and the beds are ablaze with spring 
flowers. St John's Church towers above 
you, elegantly designed in the 1820s by 
Sir John Soane and providing a fitting end 
to your walk.

Much to admire in 
new Roman Italian

AS we walk in to Bacaro, 
a new Italian on Roman 
Road, it strongly resembles 
a glamorous Neighbour- 
hood Watch meeting. 

I see friends and neighbours 
beatific in the warm lighting, 
cheered with wine and dizzied 
by the very decor. 

My eyes dart around the 
premises - top-drawer 
glassware, cutlery with the 
heft of quality. 

We are seated at a table for 
four while friends of ours, 
urgently looking for a table, 
walk in. It is meant to be and we 
sit in in a quorum quartet and 
await our communion. 

I have spent the week ver- 
tiginously eyeing up the menu 
and cannot wait to get started. 

We enhance our already 
excellent wine with parmesan 
baskets and anchovies, twinned 
with artichokes. 

The startling saltiness of the 
anchovies counterpoint the 
creamy artichokes with charm. 

Ditto the punchy parmesan, 


enveloped in an unctuous 
sauce. 

Antipasti of tiger prawns 
leave us panting like Pavlovian 
dogs for what's to come. Beet- 
root and goat's cheese raviolini 
is lovely and my seafood stew 
is borderline genius in its or- 
chestration of flavours. Sub- 
lime, with notes of saffron and 
rouille adding depth. 

Perfection cannot be faced 


without flaws and our nec- 
tarines at the dessert stage 
were at risk of denting rather 
than al dente. 

But this is their opening week 
and they are finding their feet, 
I believe, probably rather over- 
whelmed with the demand. 

Four of us ate three courses 
plus appetisers for just over £35 
a head, including copious wine. 

The Holy Trinity of ambi- 


ence, quality and value is too 
much for my psyche to bear and 
this place could easily become 
my new habit. 

I refuse to let this glorious 
night end and the quartet con- 
tinue ripping up the carpet at 
home, polishing off the night 
with the Silver Fox's LP collec- 
tion and limoncello for digestifs.

- serves 4 

Ingredients 

3 tbsp chopped fresh herbs 

750g potatoes 

such as rosemary or sage 

1 onion 

25g vegan margarine 

17 floz/sooml vegetable stock 

Salt and pepper to taste 


Method 


1. Preheat the oven to 180C/350F. 

2. Peel the potatoes and slice 
them as thinly as you can. Peel 
and finely chop the onion. 

3. Layer the potato slices with 
the onions and herbs in a large 
ovenproof dish. Pour the stock 
over the top - it should not quite 
cover the potatoes. 


4. Cover the dish with foil and 
bake for 25 minutes. 

5. Take the dish out of the oven, 
take off the foil and dot the mar- 
garine over the top. Return to the 
oven without foil and bake for 
a further 20 minutes until the 
potatoes are tender and the 
top of the dish is golden.

YOUNG sailor Charlie 
Stannard has embarked on 
the trip of a lifetime as 
part of the Round the 
World Clipper Race team. 

The 20-year-old set off from 
Qingdao, China, for the Pacific 
leg of the race and won't be 
back on dry land until his ship 
reaches the west coast of 
America, some 5,500 miles 
later, around April 25.

PARMITER’S Bethnal Green 
Educational Fund is a small 
charity, which started in 1977. 

However, it’s origins lie in 
the 1681 Will of Thomas 
Parmiter, a wealthy silk mer- 
chant who lived in Bethnal 
Green and died in 1688. 

Contained in the will was 
provision for ‘one free school 
house or room wherein ten 
children of the Hamlet of 
Bethnal Green may be taught 
to read and write’. 

The first Parmiter’s School 
was opened off Brick Lane in 
1722. It moved to larger 
premises in Parmiter Street in 
1839 and moved again, in 1887, 
to Approach Road. 

In 1977 Parmiter’s School 
moved from Bethnal Green to 
Hertfordshire, the building 
in Approach Road became 
part of Raine’s School, and 
Parmiter’s Bethnal Green 
Educational Fund was formed. 

The fund’s remit is to 
support the education of 
children and young people 


in ‘Bethnal Green’, defined 
geographically by the bound- 
aries of the old Metropolitan 
Borough of Bethnal Green’. 

Parmiters’ Educational Fund 
currently runs two schemes, in 
partnership with a number of 
local schools, to deliver the 
aims of the fund. 

The, ‘A Book For You’ scheme 
provides a book token for 
every child in year 2 in a 
Bethnal Green primary school. 

This is often linked to school 
activities around World Book 
Day, which takes place in 
March every year. 

The second scheme, Uni- 
versity Book Grants, which 
started in 1998, gives £200 to 
students going on to higher 
education, who grew up or 
studied in the old Metropoli- 
tan Borough of Bethnal Green.

SWANLEA Sixth Form is part 
of an OFSTED Outstanding 
mixed 11-19 school, serving 
the community in the heart of 
Tower Hamlets. 

It is a rapidly expanding and 
exciting environment, full of fantas- 
tic opportunities and exceptional 
teaching. According to one of our 
Year 12s: “It is now one of the most 
highly regarded schools in the local 
area... and rightly so." 

The sixth formers at Swanlea School 
have access to a dedicated team of ex- 
perienced mentors and careers advi- 
sors to help with the transition from 
GCSE to A level study and prepare them 
for life after Swanlea. 

Our academic mentors are subject 
specialists and work with students on 
challenging areas of the curriculum, 
revision and exam techniques. 

As well as this, students have access 
to a KS5 Independent Learning Centre 
and are timetabled for study sessions 
with our general mentors. 

These sessions provide an excellent 
opportunity for the students to study 


independently or in small groups, and 
they are able to gain feedback on their 
literacy and essay writing skills. 

Students are encouraged to take 
advantage of growing up in the 
capital and we have extensive links 
with international businesses that 
provide access to unique extracurric- 
ular activities, such as business men- 
toring and skills workshops. 

Alongside this, we have an excellent 
relationship with Russell Group 
and Oxbridge universities, and the 
number of students going on to 
higher education is at an all-time 
high - with more than 90 per cent 
progressing to university. 

Our diverse approach to learning and 
extensive academic support network 
has allowed the sixth form to grow 
from strength to strength each year, 
and we are exceptionally proud of our 
young adults and all that they achieve. 

At Swanlea sixth form we 
strongly believe that personal growth 
is essential in developing successful 
young people. We aim to provide 
them with as many enriching expe- 


riences as possible, broadening their 
understanding of the world - both lo- 
cally and internationally. 

A group of Year 12 and 13 students 
recently visited Barcelona, including a 
trip to the Sagrada Familia and the Nou 
Camp football stadium.
